Shamir, meeting with Israeli reporters in his 
Grand Hotel suite, said that he had told Rea- 
gan and Shultz that he was only prepared to 

accept “something similar™ to the U.S. pro- 
posal of October 1987. which called for a 
U.S.-Soviet ceremonial opening of direct 
Arab-Israeli talks.

WASHINGTON ~ Prime Minister 
Shamir said yesterday following his 
meetings with President Reagan and 
Secretary of State Shultz, that there 
was no danger of a rift between [sra- 
el and the U.S. and that he would 
return to Israe) with “peace of 
mind” on this matter. 

Sources close to Shamir said that 
the prime minister will ty to dis- 
suade the Labour Party from press- 
ing for a “yes or no™ cabinet deci- 
sion on the U.S. praposals. There is 
no reason for Israel] to go on record 
as rejecting the programme, they 
said, while Arab countries have yet 
to reply. 

Sources close to Shamir tried to 
give the impression that U.S.-Israe- 
li relations were solid. But the same 
sources acknowledged that Shamir 
bad been left with the impression 
that Shultz had implied that an Is- 
raeli rejection of his proposals 
would bring about a deterioration in 
relations between the two countries. 

Most of Shamir's talks in Wash- 
ington with Shultz had centred on 
the international conference and not 
on other aspects of the American 
plan. Shamir said yesterday that this 
was because of the “simple reason 
that the conference constitutes the 
first stage in the American plan.” 

Shamir said that he had expressed 
“our vigorous reservations” about 
the intemaional conference. He re- 
iterated his agreement to an “inter- 
national opening™ to peace talks

Shamir said that the Americans 
perceive some possibility of bridging 
the gap berween his agreement to an 
invitation and their proposals.

derail their peace proposals, Shultz 
is expected to seek a definitive an- 
swer from Sov:et foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze on the Soviet 
attitude toward the American plan 
when the two meet here next week. 

Shamir indicated yesterday that 
the Americans would now discuss 
whether to “Icave aside" their initia- 
tive or to press ahead with it. Amer- 
ican sources said yesterday that 
Shultz is considering holding yet an- 
other shuttle mission in the Middle 
East in the next few weeks. 

"We agreed to welcome the 
American involvement in the peace 
process and we will be willing to 
cooperate in searching for ways to 
advance peace, without committing 
Ourselves 10 accepting everything 
that is proposed,” Shamir said. ~ 

In Shamir’s talks here, the U.S. 
and Israel were also discussing an 
expansion of, and written agree- 
ment on, the strategic cooperation 
between the two countries. 

Shamir said that he had not re- 
jected the American proposal, since 
there had been no cabinet decision 
on the matter. He said that no one in 
Washington had objected to the fact 
that be had not brought a definitive 
answer with him. 

“Nobody told me anything about a 
fixed date for an answer,” Shamir 
said. 

Shamir said that he found U.S. 
Jewry to be united in its support of 
Israel. 

He said that the disturbances in 
the territories had hardly been 
raised in his talks, and that no one 
had made any negative remarks on 
Israel's handling of the riots. 

Shamir said that the Americans 
reacted favourably to his proposals 
that an international effort to reset- 
tle Palestinian refugees must be 
made within the framework of peace 
negotiations.

Bush seems assured of nomination 


CHICAGO (Reuter) - Vice~Presi- 
dent George Bush seemed assured 


yesterday of winning the Republi- 


can Party's nomination as presiden- 
tial candidate after the latest elec- 
tion-year voting. 

But his Democratic rivals were in 
confusion and conceded it might be 
months before they settle who is to 
be his challenger. 

In the Illinois primary election on 
Toesday, at the half-way point in the 
nomination battles, Bush trounced 
Senator Robert Dole. winning in a 
state where Dole once declared he 
would start to make a comeback. 

On the Democratic side, Mlinois 
Senator Pau) Simon defeated Black. 
leader Jesse Jackson in a contest 
between two home-state candidates 
and captured most of his Dlinois par- 
ty delegates. The Democrats, how- 
ever, seemed further than ever from 
a national consensus on who will be 
their presidential candidate. 

There was increased talk about 
the possibility of a deadlocked con- 


vention and a brokered choice when 


they meet in Atlanta in July to pick 
their nominee. ““We're heading to- 
ward a convention where there will 
be no first-ballot nominee,” Simon 


predicted after his Hlinois win. 

“The race is even more wide open 
than before.” added another Demo- 
cratic hopeful, Sen, Albert Gore of 
Tennessee, who finished far back. 

The 1988 election contest moved 
on to Michigan, where the Demo- 
crats will hold caucuses on March 
26, and to subsequent primaries in 
Connecticut on March 29 and Wis- 
consin on April 5. 

Bush took at least 60 of the 82 
Republican delegates at stake on 
Twesday. He now has more than 800 
of the 1,139 delegates needed to win 
his ἧς nomination and leads 
Dole by nearly 600 votes. 

Simon's win for the Democrats, in 
a State where he has held public 
office for nearly three decades, was 
a mild surprise. 

Massachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis, who finished a weak third 
in the popular vote and failed to win 
a single convention delegate, said a 
brokered democratic convention 
was not inevitable. 

On the Democratic side Simon 
had 42 per cent, Jackson 32 per cent 
and Dukakis 17 per cent. Gore and 
Missouri Rep. Richard Gephardt 
finished in single digits.

Public wrath over incorrect weather 
forecasts is a very cloudy situation

“In the last few years, forecasting in Israel has taken a 
significant leap forward; 10 or 15 years ago, forecasters

The title of Albert's lecture was, “Why the forecasters 
make mistakes." and he offered several reasons. 

One is a breakdown in communications between the 
forecaster and the public. For the forecaster, the word 
“fair" means below a certain level of clouds; it has 
nothing to do with temperature or wind. Forecasts of 
a given weather situation may 
develop in the coming hours or days are not broadcast, 
so the public ~ given only one forecast. they don't 
completely understand — have only part of the picture. 

Another explanation concerns the mathematical mod- 
els and physical assumptions the computers grind out. 
Israeli forecasters, who have limited computer capabili- 
ty at their own weather centre, also get synoptic maps
